$9 65 p er year. This figure is the 
income gained after op erating ex­ 
p enses for the year have been 
deducted. 
O ther m edian incomes deter­ 
mined were $1,175 for wage earn­ 
ers; $1,710 for clerical; $2,48 5 for 
salaried business; $1,525 for inde­ 
p endent business; $2,100 for sal­ 
aried p rofessional; $3,540 for in­ 
dep endent p rofessional; and $745 
for others.

The interstate m igration of destitute Americans 


in search of better economic opportunity is a vast 


and tragic problem .

in Lincoln last week when a y oung couple and 


their two infant children paused here while m ak­ 


ing their bitter and painful way back to G rand 


Rapids, Michigan. 
Oregon, which had been their 


land of hope, had nothing for them. 


It is to be hoped that the Lincoln hearings will 


bring out a great deal of valuable inform ation. 


C ertainly it is apparent that N ebraska's problem 


in this regard would be vastly greater had it not 
been for the irrigation projects m ade possible by 
the present 
national 
adm inistration.

these undertakings, and w’ithout the aid of such 
other federal agencies as the rural resettlem ent di­ 
vision and the farm security adm inistration the 
num ber of N ebraskans who would have become 
destitute w anderers would have been thousands 
and thousands larger.

file* kept by Uncle Sam. 
Many college students, m any employ es of large 


business firm s 
a r\d countless other citizens have 


on their own account had them selves fingerprinted 


for their own protection. 


AMde from all this, however, it 
is 
true that 


Uncle Sam has decided upon this registration pro­ 


cedure for the sake of the nation's safety in a 


tim e of international peril. 
It is an uncontested 


fact that there are great num bers of subversive 


agents at work in America, seeking to create un­ 


rest and discontent, planning acts of sabotage and 


rebellion. 
One phase of this country ’s drive 
to 


defend its heritage is 
the urgent

departm ent of agriculture and M. I. T. began 
operating conjointly on a y ear’s appropriation of 
$2.000 from the governm ent. 
Use is m ade by the Rossby -W illett sy stem of 
every m odern method in gathering and interpret­ 
ing data. 
Reports come by radio from such dis­ 
tan t points as Russia, Finland, the Balkans, the 
Philippines and from ships on the Pacific and 
Atlantic. 
From the 
w eather 
bureau’s 
regular 
posts in the United States come observations by 
telety pe machines. 
Augm enting this the bureau 
releases daily in different sections of the country 
about thirty balloons with radio devices which 
signal w eather conditions to radio receivers. 
Forecasts are m ade every Tuesday and Friday 
and transm itted to eleven centers, w here they are 
modified for regional conditions and made public. 
The nation’s 350 w eather bureaus m eanw hile con­ 
tinue the regular 24-hour forecasts. 


T hat aviation should be taught in the higher 
grades of our public schooLs is being advocated 
by John W. Studebaker, IJTiiled States commis­ 
sioner of education at W ashington, who was for­ 
m erly superintcNident of schools at Des Moines. 
Di.scussing the subject, Commissioner Studebaker 
said: 
“If we have learned any lesson from the pres­ 
ent European war, it is that air power in mod­ 
ern m ilitary defense is of crucial im po rta n ce ... 
It is perfectly obvious that this program for the 
U. S. will require not alone that 50,000 planes be 
designed, constructed, powered and equipped, but 
that they be flown and serviced as w ell.” 
The commissioner points out that the schools 
are in a position to prom ote air-m indedness as 
about one-fourth of the people in this country 
attend schools and college regularly .. .Only 130 
high schools and 109 colleges and universities are 
reported as offering aviation courses.

Supervision of school exam m a- 
tions for visual efficiency should 
be made much 
m ore 
exact and 
com prehensive than it now is. 
In 
some school sy stem s the entire 
program for ey e health is based 
on 
w hether a 
child is able 
to 
read a 20-20 chart. 
Not much a t­ 
tention is paid to w hat kind of a 
chart it is, w hether one draw n to 
the scale of Snellen m easurem ents 
or not, nor w hether the tests are 
made according to controlled and 
consistent 
standards of lighting. 
This, of cour.se, is not adequate if 
any large am ount of good is to be 
done to directing im provem ent in 
vision in our schools. 
Far-Sightedness Common. 
It would be a safe guess to as­ 
sume that 
if 
the 
m ajority of 
school nurses were 
asked 
w hat 
visual defect is commonest among 
our school children 
they 
would 
reply near-sightedness. 
But the 
experienced school ophthalm olo­ 
gist would reply far-sightedness. 
The most common ey e difficul­ 
ties 
found 
among 
elem entary 
school children are: 
1. Errors of refraction of vari­ 


ous degrees occurring in the fol­ 
lowing order of frequency : 
far­ 
sightedness 
(hy peropia), 
astig­ 
matism .

near-sightedness 
(m y opia). 
2. Failure of the two ey es to 
work together, forms of strabis­ 
mus or squint—muscle intoler­ 
ance. 
3. Ey e 
diseases

corneal opacities, iritis, recurrent 
pink ey e, ingrowing ey e lashes 
4. Congenital 
and 
hefeditary 
disease.s of the ey e. 
Color blindness may go on for 
y ears, even to adult life, w ithout 
the person who is color blind or 
any one else being aw are of it. 
Your dog evidently doesn’t realize 
any defect in his vision. 
Yet we 
are told he is totally deficient in 
color discrim ination and sees the 
whole world as pale gray . Brown, 
red, blue and w hite details are 
missing in the dog’s world. 
The 
child w ith color blindness has the 
same thing. Yet much of his pro­ 
ficiency in school work may de­ 
pend on his acute color discrim ­ 
ination.

River Irrigation Problem 


n ^ H E tim e is not far off when som ething must 


be done to straighten out adm inistration of 


Platte river irrigation w ater. State legislators, who 


m eet next January , probably 
have 
been giving 


the problem some thought and they should. 


The legal bickering back and forth this season 


makes one wonder w hether N ebraska has a pri­ 
ority sy stem or w hether it hasn’t. 
For y ears now, 
it’s been the understcx>d policy that appropriators 
had claim to w ater in chronological order of their 
irrigation grants from the state. 
When the Nebraska Suprem e court last spring 
upheld that policy and told the state irrigation 
bureau to adm inister the w ater on that basis, it 
looked as if most of the trouble would be cleared 
up. 
In its opinion, the high court said the decision 
as to w hether w ater could be delivered to down­ 
stream senior appropriators rested w ith the bureau. 
But during the past few weeks Tiumerous junior 
appropriators have run to county courts and come 
away w ith autom atic 
restraining 
orders which 
have kept the bureau 
from# closing their canal 
gates. 
These restraining orders, granted w ithout 
hearing, run for 10 day s and usually 10 day s is 
sufficient to give the junior ditches the w ater 
they w ant. 
In th« past, some restraining orders 
have been granted w ithout the protesting junior 
irrigators being required to post bonds to cover 
possible dam age to senior ditches which, accord­ 
ing to law, are supposed to have first claim on 
the w ater. 
All of this leaves the bureau in the peculiar 
position of being told by the Suprem e court on 
one hand to see that priorities are observed, and
